even if the precaution has been taken of

. The present invention has for its object 
to rlimit the illuniination available to the 
object to be shown, by leaving the back- 
grounds in apparently complete darkness, 
due to the absorption of the luminous rays 
striking it, by means of the arrangement 
hereinafter described with reference to the 
^ annexed drawing which shows a section 
of such an arrangement and in which : 

The object A is illuminated by one or 
more luuiinous sources B completed or not 
by one or more projectors C. The back- 
*0 ground D is formed of a number of 
laminiB or plates E disported in suHi 
manner that tliey can not receive on their 
face visible to a spectator at F any ray 
. coming from the luminous source B. 

For this purpose, if these lamintp or 
plates E are plane, it is necessary and 
sufficient that' their plane ^^liould pass 
Ihrougli a point G disjiosed between the 
luminous source B and the eye of the 
SO spectator F ; thus, the faces of the plates 
visible to the spectator in the totality of 
his visual angle a remain in the dark and 
the luminous rays emanating froni the 
source B only strike the. parts invisible to 
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the spectator. Thus the background 
appearS^arbsoliitely-jiark. 

These plates can be" 
parallel to one an other 

Jni are calculated according'~lo 
the distance of the luminous sources ; they 
can be fixed or movable, simplv inter- 
connected or fixed to a solid base or to a 
lattice ■ according to the effects to -be 
obtained ; their number is variable accord- 
ing to the nlimerisions of the object to be 
thrown, into rehef^and can be increased, or;, 
reduced to the point where the background, 
is formed of a single plate suitably dis- 
posed and profiled. 

They may be formed of any material, 
either mounted separately, ...or • formed 
integral with'the jiackground. 'which inajr ^ 
be moulded, beaten, hollowed i , out - or .

It is to be . noted that in general the 
luminous sources' being disposed above the 
objects to be shown, the effect here sought 
particularly for illuminating effects is also 
obtained for the same' reasons m daylight 
by absorption of the rays of natural light. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, I declare that what I claim 
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is : — 

An arrangement for giving an entirelv 
dark appearance to backgrounds serving 
to shov,- objects illuminated by artificial or 
natural sources of light, characterised by 
the use of one or more plates or sheets the 
face of which visible to the spectator is 
disposed in such manner that it does not 
receive ravs direct from the sources of 

lioht.
